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The Piette Believes War Is Certain and Will Exe- 
cute the Mandate of Congress.

WASHINGTON, April 15.—It is the President’s intention to drive Spain out 
of Cuba. He realize s that Spain will not withdraw peaceably and, more than 
that, he is beginning to believe there is no hope of turning the war tide in Con- 
gress. 

If a clash must come the President’s intention is to give his act of war a hu- 
manitarian aspect. 

He proposes to send merchant vessels loaded with medicines and food and 
clothing for the starving Cubans to Havana and Matanzas. These vessels will be 
accompanied by a fleet of 20 warships and by transports carrying regular United 
States troops. 

They will land peaceably and take possession of the, fortified towns unless 
Spain fires on them. 

If Spain fires the first shot the battleships Indiana and Iowa and the mont- 
tors Puritan, Terror and Amphitrite will instantly begin the bombardment ot 
Havana with their 12 and 13-inch guns. How lo the 200 years’ old f 
tions of Havana will stand 1s an friteresting question. The bombardment is not 
likely to last longer than the bombardment of Alexandria by the British fleet 
in 1883—about four hours. 

Then the only thing that will remain will be for the United States torpedo 
boats to clear Havana harbor of the submarine mines, and the United States 
will be in possession of the capital of Cuba. 

There is no longer the slightest doubt or hesitation in the President’s mind 
‘about driving Spain out of Cuba. That is settled. 
| The only difference now between the President and Congress is as to the 
'method. The President does not wish the United States to be held responsible, 
not only for its own acts in Cuba, but for the subsequent acts of the Cuban 
Republic. Mr. McKinley is positive after consultation with ex-Senator Edmunds 
and others that the United States will be responsible for bonds and damages 
if independence is recognized before peace is obtained.

One is signed 
by James Watson and the other by David 
Kramer. 


Some smaller notes’ are signed Henry 
Jackson. Most otf 1e are, as to the face

It is probable now that the amendment ordinance will fail 
of passage. It ought to fail. It would be criminal waste to 
incur the expense of a special election to enable the voters to 
“turn down” this batch of provisions for wholesale jobbery. 

Next time charter amendment is in order it is to be hoped 
trat it will be managed in the people’s interest by men with 
the public interest at heart. The people have had enough of 
the kind of charter amendment attempted at this session of 
the city Legislature.

Grant’s Statue Discourses of McKinley 
and War With Spain. 


Gen. Grant has stepped down from his 
pedestal and stands ready to go where duty 
calls him in these stirring times. 

Mayor Ziegenhein, commander-in-chief of 
the city forces, has ordered the bronze gen- 
eral to report for duty at Twelfth and Mar- 
ket streets, and he must perforce obey the 
command, 

The General's present quarters are not 
comfortable. Last night he slept on the 
muddy ground, without even an army blan- 
ket for ccvering. Rest under such circum- 


stances would be wearing on one less hard- 
ened, but the old warrior showed no signs 
of fatigue when a Post-Dispatch reporter 
spoke to him Friday morning. There was a 
deep metallic ring in his voice as he said in 
reply to a question: 

“Yes, I rested well, I was much better off 
than I was at Shiloh, where [I sat in the mud 
all night, leaning against a tree. Besides, 
you mist remember, I had been standing 
up there on that pedestal for five years. A 
great many men find that standing on a 
pedestal is a tiresome thing.

The war with Spain, coupled with 
the opposition of the present management, 
has, worked against me. The war scare in 
itseLt--would have been bad enough, but 
even “at that I might have won out if the 
management had not opposed me. Two 
months ago they gave me the option on 
the team, but they did it under protest 
and put barriers in my way of securing the 
money every chance they had. In the 
evening I would see some capitaHst and he 
would agree to furnish me with the neces- 
Sary money. In the morning the same man 
would be entirely changed. The only way 
I can account for this change would be the 
fact that he had been tampered with by 
the people who did not waht to see me own 
the club. The two months I had was more 
than sufficient under ordinary circum.

It is the Ellide, now lying at Nyack, near the city of Philadelphia. The Ellide 


is a composite boat, with steel hull and double mahogany planking, and has a 
record of 40 miles an hour. It is unquestionably the fastest craft ever built and would 
be gladly received by the Government, to be used as a dispatch boat for the fleet. 
It was designed by Charles D. Mosher of New York, and launched one year ago 
at Nyack. It is 80 feet-long, 8 feet and 4 inches beam and 3 feet 6 inches draft.

The Ellide, if bought soon, can be obtained at a reasonable price, and the indica- 


tions are that the business and patriotic wealthy men of St. Louis will band together 
and buy the vessel outright, handing it over to the Government with the one request, 
that it be manned by the St, Louis Naval Reserves. The reserves are as fine a body 
of naval militiamen as can be had anywhere outside of an actual seaport. With 
their appearance in the midst of actual hostilities the great Western country, of 


which St. Louis is the metropolis, would be represented. |

Officers of the militia who looked from 
the balcony overlooking the drill fleld ap- 
preciated the difficulty of handling an

“I hold the title to all the assets of the 
North End Building and Loan Association 
by virtue of the assigmment made by the 
defacto board of directors. The assignment 
was made before Judge Russell filed his 
application for a receiver. Under his claim

Manifesto Issued by the Traffic Com- 
mittee of the Manufacturers’ 
Association. 


The joint commission of the St. Loults 
Manufacturers’ Association and the Busl- 
ness Men’s League have determined to per- 
petuate their organization. The commission 
flow consists of the following:

Among the first and most !mportant acts 
of the commission is the issuance of the 


bitrary:” 

St. Louis is the fourth city in the United 
States in point of commerce. For 20 years St. 
Louls has filled a position in the shipping world 
without representation on the railroad maps. 

The majority of the heavy shippers of St, 
Louls have decided to concentrate their in- 
fluence and make St. Louis a basing point for 
~ railroad freight rates of the Mississippi 
‘alley. 

The shippers of Sta# Lonis only ask of the 
railroads entering St. Louis and seeking St. 
Louls busivess the game justice that those 
same railroads do for all other cities on their 
lines; that is, to issde St. Louis bills of lad- 
ing at St. Louls rates of freight. 

For 20 years the press of St. Louis has pre- 
sented various modes of securing the above re- 
sult. The people of St. Louls have agitated 
various methods to accomplish the same result, 

Two years ago the St. Louis Mahufacturerg’ 
Association instructed. its Traffic Committee to 
roceed with the work, until completed, of bay- 
ng the bridge arbitrary and transfer charges 
of St. Louis treated as .a traffic expense, and to 
secure for St. Louis St. Louis bills of lading, 
with through rates of freight. 

On March 20 the Traffic Committee of the St. 
Iouls Manufacturers’, Association made a fe- 
port, including what dad been done wp to that 
date. The report wag adopted unanimously by 
the association and ordered printed in pamphlet 
form for distribution among the shippers. The 
report gives instructions how to secure St. Louis 
bills of lading, how te secure St. Louls rates 
of freight and how .,to place. St. Louis com- 
merce on a competitiverbasis with the commerce 
of other cities. That) report is now ‘ready for 
distribution upon request of shippers. 

On that date the following railroads had au- 
thorized the committee to say that they would 
issue St. Louis bills of lading: Louisville & 
Nashville, Missouri Pacific, Vandalia Line. Iron 
Mountain, Cumberland Gap Dispatch, Clover 
Leaf, Bluff Line, Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
and the Frisco. 

Since that date the Mobile & Ohio, Illinois 
Central and the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
have autborized the Traffic Committee to in- 
clude thoSe roads in°the list of roads willing 
to issue St. Louis bills of lading. 

The adoption and use, on the part of St. 
Louis shippers, of St. Louts bills of lading is 
the only method that can accomplish the ab- 
sorption of the bridge arbitrary and the trans- 
fer charges. The brightest railroad men in the 
city eoncede that point, and by knowing such 
to be the case many of the railroads have up 
to this time refused to iasne-St. Louis bills of 
“yar to the territory east of the Mississippi 
tiver. 

That you mag aid in free'ng the commerce of 
St. Louis to all that territory east of the Mis- 
sissippi River from the embargo that bas so 
long rested upon it, be stire when routing sbip- 
ments over any road that you demand St, Louis 
bills of lading to all points on all reads, and 
make such a demand a condition of patronage 
to any point on any road. Route your goods by 
those reads that issue St. Louis bills of lading 
and when necessary to route by a road not is- 
suing St. Louis bills of lading use your best 
efforts to induce that road to do as the major- 
ity of the other roads are now doing—Iisaue St.
